Wheat May Disappear 


WASHINGTON, May 
18.—(ff)— 


Federal farm officials predicted 
today the nation's surplus .wheat 
problem would virtually disappear 
this summer unless there Is a 
sharp reversal In weather condi- 
tions In the grain belt. 


They laid dry weather was tak- 


ing a heavy toll In such winter 
wheat states as Kansas, Oklaho- 
ma, Western Texas, and Nebras- 
ka, and that moisture conditions 
in such spring wheat states as 
Minnesota, the Dakotas, Montana, 
Washington and Oregon were far 
below a year ago. 


Weather bureau reports showed 


rainfall In the wheat belt was 30 
to 40 per cent less than a year 
ago.

Engrossed In the Second-Bate 
My bishop friend, fresh from the 
llfe-and-death 
environment 
of 
China, is perturbed over the triv- 
lal-mindedness of his America. He 
is bewildered by the movie-mood, 
the comic-strip mood, the Jitterbug 
mood, the beauty-shop mood, the 
sports-pages mood of the people. 
He says that nobody seems to be 
really awake to what Is going on 
In the world. Canada and the 
United States have had no such 
desperate experience as came to 
Great Britain lost September. We 
have not had to face gas masks, 
or to burrow in trenches, or to 
sign up for Air Raid Protection 
tasks.

SLIGHT DAMAGE BY 
WIND ACCOMPANYING 


EXCELLENT RAIN 


Strong winds and considerable 


lightning accompanied tho rains 
Tuesday night and early Wednes- 
day morning but no material dam- 
age was done.

GOING TO CAPITAL 
TO DISCUSS COTTON 


VARIOUS MATTERS PERTAIN- 
ING TO TEXAS FARM CROP 


BE TOUCHED UPON 


WACO, May 17.—Announcement 
was made hero today by Burris C. 
Jackson of Hlllsboro, chairman of 
tho Stato-wldo Cotton Committee 
of Texas, that a group of Texans 
would go to Washington to confer 
with southern congressmen and 
senators in connection with several 
matters of Importance 
affecting 
the cotton industry. The group will 
leave tho state on May 23rd, con- 
centrating In Dallas. 


The chief topic of discussion will 
be tho urgent need of the United 
States 
government 
cooperating 
with tho Mexican government in 
the eradication of tho pink boll- 
worm which has spread Into South 
Texas and threatens to become de- 
structive all over the South. 


"The senate has just approved 
an appropriation to combat, tho 
pink bollworm of $1,386,800.00,'' Mr. 
Jackson said, "and this item now 
goes to conference. Ono of the 
main purposes of our trip to Wash- 
ington will be to aid In getting the 
conference committee to agree up- 
on this full appropriation which 
will moro than likely savo millions 
upon millions of possible loss to 
the cotton farmers of Texas and 
the South." 
Jackson said that the whole in- 
sect control problem, of which tho 
present pink bollworm emergency 
Is only a part, will be discussed 
with officials of tho Department 
of Agriculture and with leaders in 
congress. A general meeting of 
Southern congressmen has been set 
for May 20th. 
Thcso discussions will be led by 
Eugene Butler of Dallas, chairman 
of the Insect control section of the 
state committee, and Alston Clapp, 
Sr., of Houston, secretary of tho 
section, and well-known expert on 
insect control. 
Chairman Jackson also said that 


definite 
fo'voment 
would 
be 
launched to secure for Texas a 
cotton ginning and fiber labora- 
tory. Such as the ono the federal 
government lias located at Stono- 
vllle, Miss. "Farm leaders and gin- 
ners, and all branches of tho cot- 
ton Industry, recognize the need of 
an Institution to develop better 
methods of ginning for the types of 
cotton produced in Texas, and our 
delegation In Washington will pre- 
sent these facts to the proper of- 
ficials," Jackson said. 
A general Invitation is being ex- 
tended to farm groups, chambers 
of commerce, and other organiza- 
tions to be represented on the dele- 
gation. L. T. Murray of Waco, sec- 
retary and general manager of the 
Texas Cotton Association, Is in 
charge of transportation and do- 
tails of the trip.

NEW MEDICAL IDEA SPREADS 
LIKE WILDFIRE AMONG DOCTORS 


NATION-HUMAN HIBERNATION 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE ] 
Associated Press Science Editor 
ST. LOUIS, May 18—Like wild- 


fire a new medical idea, human 
hibernation, Is spreading among 
the thousands of doctors here for 
the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Medical association. 
They want to try It on heart dis- 
ease, insanity, tuberculosis and Ills 
representing tho whole gamut from 
degenerative to Infections diseases. 


All week they have been stand- 


Ing throe deep, on tiptoe, In little 
rings around a motion picture In a 
small scientific exhibition booth 
seeing something that never before 
was done to human beings. 
The pictures show women, naked 
except for loin cloth, being put to 
"sleep" like hibernating bears, by 
refrigeration. The hibernation ex- 
hibit is by Doctors Temple S. Fay 
and Lawrence W. Smith of Phila- 
delphia. 
The women arc stripped and 
covered with cracked Ice like froz- 
en fish. An electric fan is turned 
on. In three hours their Internal 
temperatures arc forced down below 
00, usually to a rectal temperature 
of 80. 
They literally go to sleep. The 
sleep is like the drowsiness that 
overcomes a freezing person, except 
these patients report none of the 
agonizing pains preceding freezing. 


The room la kept cold so when 
the Ice Is removed they stay cool 
like a bear in his winter cave. They 
are kept thus for five days. At the 
end they are awakened by hot cof- 
fee, 
or warm applications. They 
arouse smiling, aa If from slncp, 
and with no memory of what has 
happened dlferent from complete- 
ly dreamless sleep. 
How much longer they could 


hibernate has not been tried. As 
many as 40 days of this sleep have 
been given in Intermittent stretch- 
es covering several months, all with 
no bad effects, but with good ef- 
fects on hopeless 
cancer 
from 
which they all suffered. 
The pulse disappears. 
Their kidneys stop. nBowcls and 
apparently all digestive works stop. 
But this, ordinarily a signal of ap- 
proaching death, seems of no dan- 
ger, because at the same time anal- 
ysis of tho blood shows It has 
ceased to fill up with waste pro- 
ducts. 
There is nothing to elim- 
inate. 
Metabolism itself slows down 10 
to 20 per cent. 
They should die of pneumonia 
but not one has ever shown a sign 
of 
pneumonia. 
They 
havent's 
caught cold or anything else what- 
ever as yet. The germs In their 
bodies apparently slow down along 
with the entire organism.

"Trusts" and "trust-bust- 


ing" are familiar terms to 
the average citizen, but he 
might be hard put to it to 
explain exactly what 
he 


means by them and what 
his attitude toward them 
is. Thurman Arnold, assist- 
ant attorney general of the 
United States, seems to be 
interested in educating the 
public on this subject. 


In a recent address at a 


meeting of American trade 
association executives, Mr. 
Arnold suggested that "rig- 
id standard's and 
defini- 


tions" might destroy 
the 


Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 
He explained: 


"The economic necessi- 


ties of a machine age re- 
quire that 
we . recognize 


three principles in the ap- 
plication of the law. These 
principles may be stated 
as follows: 


Combinations which ac- 


tually contribute to the ef- 
ficiency of mass produc- 
tion should not be destory- 
ed.

vaccinated," states Dr. Geo. W. 
Cox, 
state health officer. "At the 
present there la an Increasing lack 
of vaccination ilmong school chil- 
dren and this constitutes a men- 
ace. 


"Modern safeguards 
have 
re- 


moved every legitimate objection 
to vaccination. The virus is made 
from calves find, consequently, is 
Incapable of transmitting human 
blood diseases. Among some ten 
million vaccinations performed In 
the Philippine Islands, there .was 
no loss of life or limb or demon- 
strable Injury to health. 


"A primary vaccination with one 
successful revacclnatlon will, as a 
rule, protect throughout life from 
the milder forms of smallpox, but 
this is not true In the 
severer 


types of this disease. 
Therefore 


be vaccinated and revacclnated a 
least every five years, so that you I 
will have the greatest protection' 
possible and the least chance of 
being sick. Rovacclnatlon should 
also be done after each time you 
have been near a known case of 
smallpox. Vaccination Is not to be 
feared but rather sought as the 
only safe, positively harmless and 
absolutely c e r t a i n safeguard 
against smallpox. See your doctor 
today and be sure that you are 
protected."

Chairman Walter M. W. Splawn 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission told the rate-minded West 
Texas Chamber of Commerce, con- 
vention today. 
Tho chairman of the commission 
asserted, spotted cut-throat com- 
petition Is breaking down the reg- 
ulaed rate structure and conditions 
now exist comparable to those 
which brought about original en- 
actment of the Interstate Com- 
merce commission act. 


Splawn did not directly refer 
to the regional chamber's current 
battle for freight rato revision, but 
counselled West Texans to utilize 
their abundant oil and gas resour- 
ces to process their raw materials 
in numerous small factories. Com- 
mon carriers, he said are required 
to publish their rates, but many 
agencies carrying freight are not 
common carriers and are carrying 
poods at unpublished rates—at 
what they can get. 
Large delegations from Dallas, 
Fort Worth, 
Wichita Falls, 
Big 
Spring, Seymour, Haskell, Miner- 
al Wells, and Rotan crowded Into 
Abilene on the convention's second 
day, swelling the attendance at 
the convention's first general ses- 
sion heard nominations from Big 
Spring and Mineral Wells, bidding 
as the next convention city. Voting 
started at noon and the result will 
bo announced tomorrow, Selection 
of Miss West Texas of 1030 was 
set for tonight. 
Splawn advised West Texans to 
establish small 
packing 
plants, 


flour mills, cereal • factories, tan- 
neries, shoe factories, wool find 
cotton fabricating mills. 
"With such a wealth of natural 
resources and with so highly Intel- 
ligent a citizenship, it seems In- 
credible that the people should 
not acquire the techniques and 
utilize the business organization 
which would bring to this favored 
country the highest standard of 
material prosperity," Splawn said. 
The chairman of the Interstate 


commerce commission traced the 
history of transportation 
in the 
United States and particularly in 
West Texas. He referred to recent 
"phenomenal" developmnt of air- 
ways, and the tremendous increase 
In highway mileage. 
Decline In 
tonnage hauled by the railroads 
he attributed partly to the depres- 
sion and party to diversion "to 
other agencies of transportation" 


Opportunities Lie Southward. 
Splawn expressed belief Texas' 
opportunities in foreign trade now 
He chiefly In South and Central 
America. He .suggested transpor- 
tation legislation now before con- 
gress "may be an important be- 
ginning in the soutlon of the 
problems." 
In referring to an oversupply of 
railway labor, he said: 
: 


"The 
government could well 
consider some plan for retiring on 
a reasonable and just basis the 
older employees and .assist several 
hundred thousand of the younger 
one* to find employment In other 
lines of endeavor." Some of these 
he suggested, could be absorbed 
by new industries in West Texas. 
Praising West Texas education- 
al facilities, he said: "You have 
in the Technological College at 
Lubbock 
an Institution 
which 
could man all the high schools 
and evening classes with expert 
Instructors who could put 
the 


picked young people in the way to 
get 'to those parts of the country 
and of the world wharo they 
could acquire the necessary tech- 
nical skills x x x to utilize more 
profitably the resources of this 
area. 


In Development Stage. 
"At present our technical schools 
are In their development stage. 
The Instruction still' is rather 
bookish and the staffs are in pro- 
cess themselves of being educated 
and of developing adequate curri- 
cula. For example, your college 
of engineers at Texas Tech should 
become one of the very best in 
the entire country. You have a 
good plant, you have the first in- 
stallments of equipment, and some 
good men have been brought to 
the faculty. 


"You 
may have to supplement 
the appropriations by the state 
legislature with a very high tui- 
tion feo. I dp not want to startle 
you, 
but you may have to make 
that feo as high as $300, $400 or 
even $500. Such a contribution by 
the student, coupled with what tho 
legislature can appropriate, prob- 
ably $300 or $400 per capita, would 
supply the regents with enough 
income to enable them to com- 
pete with the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. We can not 
expect to attract to West Texas 
on a per capita of $200 per stu- 
dent a faculty comparable to one 
in an Eastern technical 
school 
where they have $800 and $1,200 
per student.

others in each case. 
The farm credit administration 
made loans to farmers In the Lub- 
bock division In 1936, taking notes 
and crop mortgages. Farmers ap- 
plied proceeds of the cotton on 
mortgages, but some took out har- 
vesting and other expenses, 
as- 
serting they were given permis- 
sion by FCA agents. 
Three years later the 
govern- 
ment charged conversion of the 
cotton and sued for judgments of 
Its value. 


Defendants claimed the 
debts 


•were barred by 
the 
limitations 
statute because the FCA acted in 
a commercial sense and that us- 
ing part of the proceeds for neces- 
sary purposes did not represent 
a proper conversion charge. 
The 
glnners 
contended 
that 


since the FCA administrator per- 
mitted sale of the cotton to them 
he was stopped from maintaining 
any action for conversion. 
The government contended the 
statute of limitations did not ap- 
ply because the government acted 
in Its sovereign capacity nor had 
any agent of the government au- 
thority to waive any debt or Hen 
by which it is or was secured.

WHETHER TO SIGN OR VETO 


RECORD AGRICULTURE 


MEASURE DISCUSSED 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—(/Ph- 
Members of President Roosevelt's 
official family were reported on 
Capitol Hill today to be offering 
him conflicting advice on whether 
to sign or veto the $1,218,000,000 
agriculture department bill. 
The president's preliminary dis- 
cussions of the record-breaking ap- 
propriation measure, it was said 
authoritatively, have been based on 
the possibility the house will ac- 
cept most ot the $383,000,000 added 
by the senate. 
Among other unbudgeted Items, 
the senate wrote In $226,000,000 for 
parity payments designed to raise 
farmers' 
purchasing power and 
$113,000,000 for surplus crop dis- 
posal. The bill now Is awaiting 
house, action on the senate amend- 
ments. 
Well-informed persons said the 
president brought up the bill at a 
recent cabinet meeting, where one 
group of advisers, led by Secre- 
tary Wallace, was reported to have 
urged that ho sign it. 
Another group, which included 
Vice President Garner, was said to 
have suggested that he veto it and 
return the farm problem to con- 
gress with a request that it either 
hold to the budget estimates or 
raise additional revenue to finance 
the senate-approved benefits. 
Garner, long an economy advo- 
cate, was described as believing 
farm aid was Imperative but that 
congress could do a better job of 
legislating if'Mr. Roosevelt vetoed 
the pending measure. The vice 
president has said nothing pub- 
licly about farm or any other leg- 
islation this year. 
The president told reporters yes- 
terday there had been no discus- 
sion of new taxes to finance farm 
payments In his talk with congres- 
sional and treasury tax authorities 
Monday. He has argued previously 
that the senate additions made new 
levies necessary. 
Some members of the senate fi- 
nance committee said there was 
little' chance the senate would ap- 
prove extra taxes for farm bene- 
fits.They argued if taxes were to be 
raised for these expenditures, new 
levies also should be imposed to 
reduce the federal deficit resulting 
from other activities.
